Mexico City, June 7.— All the hor- 
that bar* gono before In Mex- 
ico City since the rerolntioa bofan 
are hearenly in compariaon with the

, . capital. 

While the rerolutionlsts of the 
wretched country are roaming up 
and down the raikoad lines, sack- 
ing, ravaging and destroying with 

^he ferocity of locusts, Mexico City, 
aavarad from the aUU remaining 
•reaa of prodvetUm as oompletoly 
as from the porU, ia Uterallr and 
rapidly starring to death. 

^ The scarcity of food supplies was 
the first necessity, which began to 
make Itself felt keenly In the early 
days of the second Carranzlsta re- 
gime, has now reached a stage of 
famine uneaualled elsewhere in the 

)i^world, except poaatbljr ia Belgium, 
and cerUtnlr notiitag tb Belglam 
can he worse than the sntterliig and 
starvation In Mexico City 

Under foot everywhere in the 
streets of the. capital are the most 
Insistent beggars In the world. Since 
the food situation became acute 
' their number has increased a hun 
dred fold. They infest the central 
thorougK«0^4|(ili|rtfS$rway is lit 
tered with them. In front of the 
restaurants and clubs they cluster 
like flies and fairly swarm around 
the well-dressed patron. Importun- 
ing him with their pitifnl appeals 
until he aeattera hia -nab 
among them. 

Tho majority of the beggars in 

. the stteets of Mexico thoae daya are 
little motbera ao shrlTeled with hnn 
ger that their skina have come to 
look like cracked leather. Their 
clothes are rags, nothing more, and 
they show their breasts unashamed- 
ly. Money, food — anything — they 
clutch for as rarenously as the 
street dog does a thrown bone. Here 
they bare literally taken the place 

a of the street dogs, tor they long 

^ aince ate them. 

Then there are the cripples which 
the revolution has produced so nu- 
merously In every city, town and pu- 
4.eblo in Central as well as Northern 
Mexico. They, too, crawl about In 
ahnds it dothing, and when you 

^.atap around or over, them they 
thrust at you loAthaono it«mpa of 
* . ,«ras or legs and whine to yo« to 
glre them centaros. 

And In every street In the central 
part of Mexico City roam wolfish 
ipacks of half naked. Incredibly fil- 
'tby children who are forever dart- 
tag la and out of the thronca, •T- 
tog for Bomathtag to eat. 

Y^hen the sUnring peona are ao 
longer able to abufle about the 
atreets. plucking you by the alaere, 
entreating you to give them alms, 
tht<y crawl Into the doorways — half 
a dozen huddled together like dogs 
— and in the morning the city carts 
come along and. Just as rubbish Is 
«oUaeted ia an American city, the 
bodiee are pleked up and earrled 
away. 

Twice recently aUnring women 
have swarmed into the Chamber of 
Deputies, where the delegates to the 
sovereign convention were exciting 
themselves luto' frensy over phrases 
for a new constitution, and receiv- 
ing from the daploted Treasury 60 
veaoa a day.

II FRENCH MB FIQTILU 
inMIIBJpiHIERS 

Of Qerman ^Crown Prince — 
Bombs and Hail Of Steel 
Arrows Fell. 




London, June 6. — Swooping from 
on high in the gray Itght^'^or early 
dawn, a r^ch air fiotiUa, compris- 
ing 29 aeroplanes, dropped 178 
bombs on the field headquarters of 
the German Crown Prince. 

The air squadron left its base be- 
hind the French linea while ti was 
dark, and between t •*« S o'clock 
appeared the Genajui. head 

qnartera. Amid a hall tk ahdtl and 
shrapnel the aviators took turns 
dropping their supplies of high ex- 
plosives and, their work a^ded. flew 
away unharmed. 

The French night communique, 
received here from Paris, falls to 
state the location of the Crown 
Prlnee'a headqnartera. Besides 
bombs the airmen loosed a hail of 
Bteel arrows, sereral thousand being 
thrown. A number of the bombs. 
It Is stated, reached thplr mark, but 
no estimate of the damage done Is 
possible. 

Outside of this darlug sally there 
waa little aethrity in the western 
theater to-day. . Violent fighting 
contlauea in the CtarmuB fleld work 

known aa' the "labyrinttae," south- 
west of Neuvillfe-St. Vaast, and the 
French report further gains in the 
trenches and cross trenches of this 
ma^e. Berlin reports that lively 
fighting is still going on in tho re- 
gion north of Arras, the struggle tor 
thsh sugar refinery at Soucbea, which 
already baa ehanged haada aeraral 
times, being particularly violent. At 
last reports the French held thjs po- 
sition. 

Repeated reuch attacks In the 
Souchez-Neuvllle front, which at 
times raged hand-to-hand, were re- 
palaed with heavy losses to the at- 
tacking foroea. Berlin reporta. The 
Oennau War Oflee alao atatea that 
the Teuton artillary was forced to 
destroy the tower of the Church of 
St. Blartin In Ypres, as artUlery ob- 
servation posts had been discovered 
there.' 

On the British front around Ypres 
heavy fighting in which the Germans 
claim the advantage, baa been going 
on arouad th« Tillage of Hooge. a 
point atrongly fortified by the Brit- 
Uh. Only yeetarday the Britlah re- 
ported the WPtW* aC Chateau 
Hooge.

Annapolla, 'Md., June 7. — Rear 
Admiral Flake, who attracted wide- 
spread attention by his statements 

to the House Naval Committee on 
the lack of adequate naval equip- 
ment, and who later retired from 
the ofhce of aide for operations In 
the Navy Department, spoke at 
length on the yupMparedneae of the 
fleet, here at 4h* NaTal Aeadomy 
Alumni - dinner. Admiral Flake 
spoke of the needs of the navy and 
the necessity of making laymen real- 
ize them. 

He said in part: "Reasonini; on 
the assumption that the rnit<>il 
States desires that the navy shall be 
able to guard our eoaat elfectlTely 
against the only hind of attaak that 
would be nado. iho uavy muat ob- 
tain several typaa of vessels and in- 
strnraents that we do not now pos- 
sess (or possess only In Insuffloient 
measure): must learn to use tlieni, 
b«th as units unil uu nieniliers of 
one great unit, with a skill at least 
equal to that whkh foreign naviac 
already use than: muat enUat and 
efflcieptly train aa larfo • faree of 
enlisted men. active and reserve, aa 
our probable enemy would send; 
and must develop a general staff or 
some similar agency as skillful and 
experienced as theirs." 



"The , tUneaa from which King 
Constantlne of Greece Is now suffer- 
ing, according to a statemrnt made 
to-day tiy a diplomatic personaKe of 
a neutrjil power who lias the bt-st 
means of knowing the truth, is due 
to a tragic episode that took place 
in April.

"Queeii Sophia Instantly express- 
ed the deepest sorrow at the conse- 
quences of her Impetuosity. The 
truth was hushed up and the King 
gallantly attributed plenrUy that 
s't In. to a result of Influenca."

Mobaaamed coaoelvod tbo despe- 
rate operatloB ot carrying his sh^ 
oTarland from the Bosporus into the 
harbor. In one night the .Turkish 
fleet was thus transferred. The Ot- 
toman cannon demolished the Greek 
forts in forty days, and the final as- 
sault began on the morning of May
